London, Ky., December 22.—A 
triple murder and suicide occurred at 
Pittsburg, a mining village in this 
county late today, when William Mur- 
rey, 35 years old, shot and 
killed Elbert Cole, Mrs. Murray, wife 
of the slayer, and Mrs. Murray's moth- 
er, Mrs. Chestnut, and then turned the 
weapon upon himself, inflicting a 
which resulted in death. 

Family estrangement, sald to have 
been due to Murray’s objections to the 
alleged attentions of Cole toward Mrs. 
Murray; are given as the cause of Mur- 
rays act. 

Cole, who was a son of Assistant 
Mine Inspector Perry C. Cole, was 22 
years of age, and was the manager of 
a general store in Pittsburg, in which 


the first tragedy was enacted. 
Shot Man in Store. 

Murray entered the store, and with- 
out warning opened fire on Cole, kill- 
tng him almost instantly. Murray then 
went to his home, a short distance 
away, and shot his mother-in-law 4s 
she was leaving the house, and then 
opened fire on his wife, who,. at the 
moment, was returning homé from a 
visit to a neighbor. 

His wife fell just outside the yard, 

and he pulled her inside, and while 
she wes yet alive, fired another shot, 
which: passed through— 
he turned the weapon upon himself. 
_ When found by the sheriff, the wife, 
mother-in-law an@ husband were in a 
heap togéther in one corner of the 
yard. The woman had died instantly, 
but Murray lived an hour after he 
shot himself. He refused to make 
any statement regarding his action. 

T. J. Ross, an aged man who was 
in the store when Murray opened fire 
on Cole, broke through a window in 
his haste to escape danger and was 
seriously injured. 

HE KILLED WIFE AND CHILD, 
WOUNDED MORE AND SUICIDED 

Fresno, Cal.. December 22.—Stricken 
with sudden insanity, G. C. Cheuvrent, 
a rancher, killed his wife and one 
child, wounded three others and ended

road train‘a few hours later. 

Mrs. Cheuvront was preparing break- 
fast when her husband entered, car- 
rying a heavy hatchet. Without a 
word he split her skull with one blow. 
Leaving her, he entered the bedroom 
where his children lay asleep. In 
rapid succession he struck George, 
aged 14, Claude, aged 12, Gladys, aged 
10, and an infant daughter, Nellie, 
while sleeping in their beds. 

Claude is déad and Gladys is dying.

Managua, Nicaragua, December 22.— 
Ex-President Zelaya today issued a 
manifesto declaring that his surrender 
of the presidency was caused by a de- 
sire to save Nicaragua the humiliation 
of outrages threatened by a powerful 
foreign nation, which was now inau- 
gurating decisive influence over the 
destiny of Nicaragua. 

Imperial Designs Alleged. 

Because of his resistance against the 


imposition of tutelage, which was the 
forerunner of the conversion of the 
Latin nations of this continent into de- 
pendencies of the United States, he had 
incurred the hatred of that govern- 
ment, and when the defeat of the rev- 
elutionists appeared certain, the 
United States government inexplicably 
severed relations with Nicaragua 
through Secretary Knox's letter to the 
charge d'affaires. He protested before 
the world against the meddling of the 
United States and the threat to land 


marines. 

Zelaya, in his manifesto, takes up 
varioug clauses of the Knox letter in 
an attempt to refute certain charges 
with copies of letters he had received 
from John Gardner Coolidge, the for- 
mer American minister at Managua, 
thanking him for his courteous treat- 
ment in the matter of vad waime of 
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Killing of the Americans. 

The former president declares that 
the Americans, Cannon and Groce, | 
were executed according to law. This | 
pretext for intervention, he asserts, ig

United States first -intervened in Cuba, 
for there was no proof that the battle- 
ship Maine was blown up by Span- 
iards, yet this was taken as a case 
for action.

Mysterious Aerial Cra't Hovers 


Over Worcester, Mass, al 
Heighth of 2,000 Fee 


SEARCHLIGHT OF AIRSHIP 
PLAYED UPON THE CITY 


Four Circles Were Cut Above 
the Gaping City by the Aerial 
Craft and the Use of Its Pow- 
erful Searchlight Caused a 
Commotion Among the Peo- 
ple. 


Worcester, Mass., December 22.—Fly- 
ing at a speed of from 30 to 40 miles 
an hour, a mysterious airship tonight 
appeared over Worcester, Mass., hov- 
ering Over the city a few minutes, and 
disappeared for about two hours, and 
tlen returned to cut four circles above 
the gaping city, meanwhile using a 
Sscarchlight of tremendous power, 
Thousands of persons thronged the 
Streets to watch the mysterious visi- 
tor. 

Airship Hovered Over City. 

The airship remained over the city 
for about fifteen minutes, al] the time 
at a height that mest observers set at 
about 2,000 feet, too far to enable its 
precise shape to be seen. The glaring 
rays of its great searchlight, however, 
were sharply’ defined py reflection 
against the light snowfall Which was 
covering the city at the time. The 
dark mass of the ship could be dimly 


seen behind the light. 

At the time of the alirship’s visit, 
Wallace E. Tillfnghast, the Worcester 
man who recently claimed to have in- 
vented a merve'ous aeroplane in which 
he said he had journeyed to New York 
and return by way of Boston, was ab- 
sent from his home and could not be 
located. 

Searchlight Glowed Like Star. 

Coming up from the southeast, 

véered west; “res- 
mained in sight afew moments and 
then disappeared to the northwest. In 
five minutes the searchlight was again 
seen glowing in the distance like a 
' monster star and the airship came up, 
| hovering over the city a short time 
and disappeared to the southeast. 

Two hours later an eager shout from 
the waiting crowds announced its re- 
turn. Slowly, its light sweeping the 
heavens, it circled four times above the 
city, and then disappeared finally, 
headed first southerly and then to tlie 
east.

In 1884 he was in command of 
the Thetis expedition, _which _resulted 
in the rescue of Lieutenant Greely and 
six men who had been cast away at 
Cape Sabine. and whom the civilized 
world had practically given up for lost. 
For his rescue, Schiey, then a captain 
in the service, was awarded a gold 
watch and a vote of thanks by the

BUSY IN MANY PLACES 


Three high government offi- 
cialis, the most notable being 
Premier Yi, of the Korean cabi- 
net, met horrible deaths at the 
hands of political assassins 
Wednesday. The crimes com- 
mitted were in widely separated 
portions of the world and in- 
clude, in addition to Premier Yi, 
Colonel Karpoff, chief of the 
secret police in St. Petersburg, 
Russia, and Arthur M. T. Jack- 
son, in Bombay, British India, 
the chief magistrate of Nasik. 
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Seoul, Korea, December 22.—Premier 
Yi, the head of the Korean cabinet, 
was stabbed to death early today by 
Yie Chaim Yong, a Korean. 

The attack occurred at 10 o'clock 
in the morning. The assailant was a 
ycung Christian, Who was for many 
years a residént of the United States. 
The premier was riding in his jinrik- 


' Sha when the assassin came up with a 


long kitchen knife in his hand, He 


| drove this twice into the abdomen of 
‘the premier and once into the latter's 
‘lung. The assassin then turned on the 
| premier’s 


jinriksha man, whom he 
stabbed and instantly killed. 

The assassin was immediately ar- 
rested. He is a youth of about 20 
years of age and is believed to be a 
member of a political secret society. 

Yi was always credMed with foster- 
ing anti-Japanese sentiment in Ko- 
rea. He bitterly opposed the faction 
among the Koreans which favored an- 
nexation to Japan and refused to pre- 
scnt a petition for annexation to the 
Korean emperor. Notwithstanding 
Yi's known sentiments in regard to the 
relations between Japan and Korea. 
Marquis Ito regarded Yi as an honest

Bombay, British India, December 
22.—Arthur Mason Tippetts Jackson, 
chief magistrate of Nasik, in the presi-

The motive for the murder is sup- 
posed to have been a wish for revenge 
upon the magistrate, who had recently 
sentenced a criminal to life imprison- 
ment. 

Nasik is a hot-bed of sedition. Jack- 
son had been in the British Indian 
service since 1888. 

Russian Police Chief Killed. 

St. Petersburg, December 22.—Col- 
onel Karpoff, chief of the secret po- 
lice of St. Petersburg, was assassi- 
nated early today. He had been en- 
ticed to a modest apartment in a re- 
mote street of the Viborf district, and 
there was blown to pieces by a bomb 
explosion, supposedly by his host, one 
Michael Vosskressensky. 

The murderer rushed into the street 
following the explosion and was cap- 
tured. An assistant of Karpoff'’s, who 
had accompanied him, was severely in- 
jured. 

Karpoff was appointed from Baku. 
where he had been chief of the secret 
police.

$15,000 from the engineering firm of 
Sir Henry Killick and partners, in 
which Edward Thursfield is the chief 


engineer, commonly called the “builder 
of bridges.” Hardly knowing what 


resort where Thursfield is recuperat- 
ing after his last bridge-building job, 
and there tangles him in the meshes 
o’ love, believing she can persuade 
him to O. K. her brother's account and 
save the family honor. He falls into 
the trap she has set and pays the 
Incney.

The denunciation scene in the third 
act, where Thursfield, played by Bel- 
lew, discovers he has been duped, is 
a splendidly done piece of acting. It 
is strongly reminiscent of a similar 
scene in Sutro’s earlier play, “The 
Walls of Jericho.” Never once does 
Bellew lift his voice. In low and 
steady tones he shows Dorothy and 
her brother the despicable parts they 
have played, proves the sincerity of 
the love, with which the sister has 
trifled, and leaves her in the belief she 
will return to her former lover. 

The work of Miss Gladys Hanson, as 
Dorothy, was particularly satisfying 
in the third and fourth acts. As the 
weman to whom the full meaning 
of love had just been revealed, as one 
who had done wrong, but had paid the 
penalty, she made her sufferings real 
to her audience. In this play she is 
given a far greater opportunity than 
in “Lovelace” or in “Lord Dundreary” 
and her work shows up to far better 
advantage.

Just when “Little Tim” was born, 
history does not record, but he died 
in early middle life, worn out, say his 
friends, by overwork. At the time of 
his death wie was chairman of the 
finance committee of the board of al- 
dermen. Always active in politics, he 
had at one time or another been a 
member of the state legislature and 
aoting mayor of the city. “Big Tim,” 
Timothy D. Sullivan, the state sena- 
tor, is now the only one of the famous 
Sullivans left. 

“Little Tim,” when he first started to 
work, @ mere boy, “ran copy” for the 
newspaper men from the Tombs police 
court to their offices. Later he went 
into partnership with “Big Tim” in a 
saloon. 

Both had the genius for politics and 
also shrewd business heads. Both 


made money and yet kept their follow- 
ing of less prosperous days. Intimates 


say that “Little Tim” was the brains 
of the clan Sullivan, and that he 
financed many of his better known 
cousin’s successful ventures. 

“Little Tim” never drank intoxicants 
nor smoked. His refraining from 
liquor, he explained tersely, with the 
declaration that a “boozer can never 
succeed.” 

“Little Tim’s’’ funeral will be held 
Friday morning and the pallbearers 
will include politicians, great and 
small from throughout the city. 

To his widow will go a consider- 
able fortune. Like the other Sulli- 
vans, “Little Tim” was counted a rich 
man.

GETS NEW TRIAL

Chiefly upon the ground that one 
of the trial jurors, Fields by name, 
was related within the fourth degree, 
being a second cousin by marriage to 
W. O. and H. lL. Strickland, who con- 
tributed certain sums of money toward 
the prosecution, former Sheriff W. B. 
Lyens, of Wayne county, and his son, 
Archie Lyens, who are convicted of the 
murder of Fleming Smith, a drug 
clerk at Jesup, December 12, 1908, were 
granted a new trial by the supreme 
court yesterday. | 

It is said that on-account of certain 
criticisms upon the conduct of the 
sheriff, the two Lyens went into the 
drug store, and after a-quarrel, shot 
Smith dead. They claimed that Smith 
had first attacked them. 

“They were convicted of murder with 
a recommendation to the mercy oF the 
ecurt, and were sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life. 

The supreme court in reversing the 
lower court, and ordering a new trial, 
dealt with only four of the alleged er- 
rors in the proceeding, but apparently 
based its dectsion chiefly upon the re- 
lationship of one of the jurors, within 
the fourth degree, to two of the volun- 
teer prosecutors. 

Justice Beck dissented from this de- 
cision.

Upon a decision of the supreme 
court, rendered yesterday, it would 
appear that a convict has the right to 
defend himself by the use of force 
against an unlawful whipping admin- 
istered by warden or guard. 

The decision was rendered in the 
case of Cleveland Westbrook vy. The 
who was convicted of murder 
and sentenced to be hanged in Tift 
county, because he killed another 
convict who was assisting the war- 
den in administering a whipping, which 
Westbrook declared he did not de- 


gerve. 

If the whipping which the warden 
sought to administer to Westbrook was 
unlawful, then the fact that he Kiiled 
another in defending himself, while 
not justified, would become voluntary 
manslaughter, instead of murder, but 
the judge of the lower court refused to 
charge the law of voluntary man- 
slaughter, and left it with the jury 
either to acquit or bring in a verdict 
of murder. 

It was the old slave law that no 
slave had the right to strike or at- 
tack his master or foreman to de- 
fend himself from a whipping, and if 
he killed, under such circumstances, 
no matter how brutal and unjust the 
whipping, he was guilty of murder. 

This fact lent interest to the West- 
brook case, and naturally raised the 
question as to whether the principle 
of the slave law should apply in the 
case of a convict. 

While the supreme court did not re- 
fer to the slave law, it decided clear- 
ly to the contrary, and -made_ the 
judge’s refusal to charge the law of 
voluntary manslaughter ground for re- 
versal and the grant of a new trial. 

The court holds that a warden has 
no authority to administer corporal 
punishment to a convict except when 
reasonably necessary to compel him to 
work or labor in the execution of his 
sentence, or to maintain discipline; 
that corporal punishment, under cir- 
cumstances not of a character suf- 
ficient to 
which implies the right of 
that where a warden procures 
other convict to assist in administer-

Lines of the Procession 
Broken by Spectators. 


Soldiers Were Unable to Re- 
strain the Crowds and Riot- 
ous Conditions Prevailed. 
Many Persons Were Injured 
in Clash. 


Brusséls, December 22.—The body of 
Leopold Il, king of the Belgians,. was 
placed today in the royal burial vault, 
in the Church of St. Mary, at Laeken, 
the suburban residente of the royal 
family. Near it rests the remains of 
his queen, Marie Henrietta; the Prin- 
cess Josephine and the young duke of 
Brabant. There also repose the bones 
o Lfeopold I. and Queen Louise. 

The funeral and burial were con- 
ducted with all the pomp and ceremony 
of which the state was capable, de- 
spite the wish expressed by the mon- 
arch in his will that the obsequies 
should be of the simplest. 

As the imposing military cortege left 
the cathedral and passed through the 
denser parts of the city, the crowds 
increased and impatiently surged 
against the cordons of soldiers who 
guarded the line of march. The sol- 
diers were unable to restrain the spéc- 
tators, who soon became riotous. For a 
time disorder reigned. The lines were 
broken, and in the hopeless confusion 
that followed the carriages of the 
members of parliament were _ inter- 
cepted and the funeral parade all but 
broken up. The police and soldiers 
struggled with the excited people, 
and in the clash many persons were 
s0 brulsed that they were later sent 
to the hospitals. 

At Laeken, where a solemn burial 
service was held, the assemblage was 
brilliant, and included the women of 
the royal family, several missionaries 
from the Congo, and a coiored man.

The next step is—for history repeats itself with almost unfailing reg- 
ularity in cases and procedure of this sort—freedom from further prosecu- 
tion, either through acquittal or fnability to secure another jury, for one 
of the most dangerous and diabolical set of criminals that has ever ridden 
roughshod ‘over the laws of a sovereign state. 

We make no quarrel with the defenders of the supreme court of Ten- 


nessee. Its decision must be accepted as in accord with the law of the 


state. 
But there is a fundamental defect in any system of government which 


permits the escape from punishment of the red-handed murderer in whose 
crime there is not ever’a ‘redeeming trace of doubt. 

If this defect is not in the courts and their methods, it must be in the 
law which permits and requires a procedure that affords immunity to the 


guilty. 
Yét we do not recall any loud or insistent demand having arisen in 


Tennessee for remedy. 

Are the people of that state content to stand before the nation in indif- 
ferent if not defiant admission of inability to protect society and guarantee 
punishment for cold-blooded assassination? 

But it is too true that Tennessee is not the only state which suffers 
from this unfortunate condition; there are others—north and south—wherein 
technicality too often erects barriers against the public safety. 

But it has fallen to Tennessee to furnish the most recent glaring ex- 
ample of the inadequacy of the law, in the apparent immunity afforded a 


; 


barbarous set of criminals. 
If Tennessee will take the lead in abolishing that sort of technicality 


which protects the undoubted criminal against the consequences of his act 
—and the occasion for it is present—then other states will follow speedily 


and the people may look forward to a new era in the administration of 
justice which will have some regard for the rights of society as well as 


those of the defendant. 
The remedy is simple! 
If appeals for new trials are restricted to the questions as to whether 


or not the verdict under review by a higher court is justified by the evi- | 
dence, and if the higher courts are empowered by law to waive purely | 
technical pleadings, which in no wise figure in the real merit of cases | 
under consideration, then the way will be clear for the most advanced step. 
that has been taken in this country in many a year toward guaranteeing 


the administrational justice.

The non-sectarian character of the 
hospital is shown by the fact’ that 
Methodists, Missionary Baptists, Primi- 
tive Baptists, Presbyterians, Roman 
Catholics, Hebrews, Disciples (Camp- 
be ilites), Episcopalians, Unitarians, 
Universalists, Lutherans, Congrega- 
tidnalists, and one hundred and sev- 
enty not members of any church shar- 
ed its benefits last year. 

The hospital, to do its necessary 
charity work next year, must have as 
the Christmas offering next Sunday not 
less than $6,000. and the interest ex- 
pressed by ministers and laymen 
throughout the state encourages the 
superintendent and treasurer, Dr. 
George N. MacDonell, to expect at least 
the full amount needed.

Looks Now As if 66 Per 
Cent of Fund Will 
Be Paid. 


Governor Brown yesterday received 
reports from the state treasury which, 
it is believed, will enable him to pay 
the school teachers of the state an 
additional 15 per cent of the total ap- 
propriation before the end of the pres- 
ent year, instead of 10 per cent, as 
was expected. 

Arrangements are now being made 
to that end, and it is planned to make 
the additional payment the first of 
the coming week. 

This will make a total of 66 per cent 
of the 1909 schoo' fund, or $1,500,000 
out of a total appropriation of 
$2,250,000 paid out during the year, as 
against 63 per cent of the $2,000,000 
fund of 1908, or $1,274,000 paid out dur- 
ing that year. 

Governor Brown finds that he can do 
this and still have money enough on 
hand to meet the full pension payments 
promptly at the time they are usually 
made,

month, while thesother two commis- 
sioners outvoted him and elected 
George 8. Burchell to go in at the be- 
ginning of the year at a salary of 
$125. 

While the majority of the board 
wants Burchell at the higher salary, 
it is said the majority of the people 
of Pike want Crawley at the lower 


| salary, believing him equally compe- 


tent with the other man. 


A delegation, composed of W. M.

Dreading to face Christmas and 
Santa Claus with a slim purse, is be- 
lieved to have been the motive which 
led James L.,.Mock, Atlanta sales agent 
of the Elliott-Fisher Company, with 
offices in the Empire building, to end 
his l{fe by firing a pistol bullet thrcugh 
his temple yesterday morning at 8 
o'clock at his home at 845 Myrtle 
street. He died at 1:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon at Grady hospital without 
ever having regained. consciousness, 

The bedy was removed to the fu- 
neral parlors of H. M. Patterson & 
Sen, where, this morning at 9 0O’clock, 
Coroner Paul Donehoo will empanel a 
jury to clear up the mystery leading 
to the deed. No funeral arrangements 
have been made. 

Mr. Mock shot himself in the living 
room downstairs while his wife and 
two small children were in their room 
upstairs, and was found a few seconds 
after by Mrs. Mock and a servant, lying 
face upward, in front of the fireplace. 
The bullet lodged in the brain, and the 
weapon was held so close to the tem- 
ple that a gaping wound was made and 
the flesh was burned by the -powder. 

Mr Mock was rushed to Grady hos- 
pital in the ambulance, but the sur- 
zeons workef in vain on the dying 
man, Mr. Mock dying over five hours 
later without ever having spoken. 

Mr. Mock was about thirty-five years 
of age and had been with the type- 
writer company for the past three 
months. He had been connected with 
the Elliott-Fisher Company for years, 
and was transferred to the Atlanta 
office from Newark, N. J. He leaves a 
wife and tWo small children. 

Although no definite statement wi}! 
be made either by the sh¢ecked family 
or the typewriter concern, it Is believed 
that the act of Mr. Mock was due to 
his despondency over stringent finan- 
cial condition. It is said that he has 
been in low spirits for the past several 
days, although his act proved quite a 
shock to the host of friends whom he 
has made since making Atlanta his res- 
idence.

Georgia is to have two legislatures 
to meet annually in the future. This 
was decided upon yesterday, when the 
survivors of the famous general assem- 
bly of 1884 and 1885 met for their 
first reunion at the state capitol. Be- 
fore adjourning a resolution, offered 
by L. L. Middlebrooks, of Newton, was 
adopted in joint session, convening this 
body annually on the first Wednes- 
day in November. 

Judge R. B. Russell, of the court of 
appeals, a member of the house from 
Clarke county, was named historian to 
make another report next year. These 
were the only permanent actions tak- 
en by this most interesting organiza- 
tion. .In a single day they encom- 
passed the work of a “session.” 

With their final adjournment, at the 
close of their banquet at the New Kim- 
ball last night, there passed _ into 
memories probably the most unique 
organization which ever had ita in- 
ception in the capitol building. 

A Representative Attendance, 

While the attendance was quite 
small, it was a most representative 
body, numbering among those pres- 
ent two ex-governors, an attorney 
general, speaker and railroad commis- 
sioner, a member of the court of ap- 
peals, an ex-justice of the supreme 
court, several superior and city court 
judges, to say nothing of the brilliant 
array of legal talent that is known 
throughout the state. ‘ 

Perhaps more remarkable than yg es 
the 
touch of time upon the membership. 
A stranger walking into either 
house. or senate would not have been 
made aware that there was a lapse of 
a quarter of a century between the 
real and the rehearsal. 
ticular the day was a splendid suc- 
cess, the only regret being the ab- 
sence of former Governor McDaniel 
at the morning session, and the en- 
forced absence of “Speaker” W. A. Lit- 
tle, Judge N. E. Harris of Bibb, and 
others at the concluding banquet.

Distinguished Presiding Officers. 

Former Governor W. J. . Northen, 
who co ite ee the Twentieth sena- 
torial district, was made president of 
this “extraordinary session” of the 
senate, and former Associated Justice 
W. A. Little, who was a representa- 
tive from Muscogee county, was “re- 
elected”’ speaker of the house. H. 3. 
Cabaniss, who was assistant secretary 
of the senate, was elected secretary 
while Hon. Hark A. Hardin was “re 
elected” clerk of the house. Senator 
W. R. Rankin, of the Forty-third, was 
made president pro tem of the senate, 
and W. A. Turner, of Coweta, speaker 
pro tem, vice Lucius M. Lamar, of 
Pulaski, deceased. Flynn Hargett, as- 
sistant messenger of that senate, was 
named “messenger” and Peter Mc- 
Michael, colored, was “renamed” por- 
ter. 


One of the most interesting features | 


of the session was the series of re- 
miniscences which Judge Russell gave 
at the joint session of the general 
assembly, when he called by name, 
each member of the senate and gave 
some characteristic sketches of the 
living and extolled the dead. He took 
up the members of the house the same 
way, and got half through the long 
list at the hour of adjournment and 
completed his sketches at the banquet. 
Session of the Senate. 

The session of the senate was 
opened by Rev. Mr. Dunbar with 
prayer, after which Mr. Cabaniss called 
for nominations for president of the 
senate. “Senator” Northen, of the 
Twentieth district, was placed in nomi- 
nation for this office by Senator Ray,

L. Davis, of the Thirty-ninth; W. T. 
Day, of the Forty-first (still senator 
from the district), and W. R. Rankin, 
of the Forty-third. Coming in after 
roll call were Hon. John W. Maddox, 
of the Forty-second, and W. D. Mur- 
ray, still senator from the Thirteenth. 

President Northen, in a brief speech 
of acceptance, referred briefly to the 
work of the legislature of 1884-85, re- 
ferring. with pride to the founding of 
the Georgia School of Technology; the 
passage of the local option law, “which 
has been superseded by state-wide pro- 
hibition.” the reduction in the state 
tax rate limit; the laying of the cor- 
nerstone of the capitol building, the 
adjournment of the legislature by 
Henry Grady when Cleveland was 
nominated, and other historic events. 

A committee composed of Senators 
Ray, Rankin, McBride and Day, was 
named to notify Governor McDaniel 
that the senate has been organized 
and was ready for the transaction of 
business. Senators Lewis, Johnson and 
Secretary Cabaniss were named to ac- 
quaint the house with this fact. 

The House Organized. 
Over in the house that body had 


thirty-one representatives divided be- 
tween the two fires which but barely 
warmed the hall. 

Hon. Mark Hardin called for nom- 
inations for speaker. “Representative 
N. BE. Harris, of Bibb, nominated “Rep- 
resentative’ W. A. Little, of Musco- 
gee, for that honor, as he had done 
twenty-five years ago. He was unani- 
mously elected, and a committee, com- 
posed of Russell of Clarke, Lumpkin of 
Dade, and Harris of Bibb, named to ac- 
company him to the speaker’s stand. 

Here Judge Little read again the re- 


marks they had heard him deliver} 


upon a similar occasion twenty-five 
years before. He followed this with a 
most interesting recount of the deeds 
of the legislature of 1884-1885. 

Mark A. Hardin was nominated for 
clerk by Mr. Russell of Clarke, and 
elected without opposition.

“Representative” W. A. Turner, of 
Coweta, was named as speaker pro 
tem., to succeed the late Lucips M.

The message from the senate 
was received, and a committee com- 
posed of Messrs. Abbott of Fulton, Ter- 
rell of Meriwether, and Lindsey of Wil- 
kinson, was appointed to acquaint the 
governor that the house was organized. 

By this time the representatives 
were in full swing at reminisccning, 
and “Speaker” Little said:

‘We have quite a crowd here today 
and unless there is more _ quiet, t 
should hate to have the doors locked.” 
Then there was a laugh, and quiet. 

Representative Hart, of Green coun- 
ty, who, as attorney general, Speaker 
Little had praised so highly, addressed 
the chair and introduced a resolution, 
extending to the press of the state and 
city the privileges of the floor. This 
resolution was adopted. 

The Joint Session. 

A message was received from 
senate, inviting the house to meet 
with it in the senate chamber, to dis- 
cuss a resolution to have these “ses- 
sions” annually. On account of the 
slim attendance in both branches, and 
the fact that the senate chamber was 
more comfortable, the invitation was 
accepted. With Speaker Little and 
Clerk Hardin, at the head, and with the 
representatives walking in twos, the 
house marched into the senate for the 
joint session. 

“Governor’ McDaniel was not able 
to attend this session, on account of 
being detained in Augusta. 

“Speaker” Little presided. Mr. Mid- 
dlebrooks, of Newton, offered a resolu- 
tion, forming the “legisiature of 1884- 
1885” into an association, “non-political 
and non-sectarian,” which is to meet 
annually on the first Wednesday in 
November. This was adopted by a 
rising vote. 

“Speaker” Little announced that he 
could not be present at the evening’s 
banquet, so made a few remarks, in 
which he praised highly the work of 
this body. He was followed by Judge 
Nat Harris, who stated he could not be 
present, and, as “chairman” of the 
finance committee, retold the work of 
“refunding,” as done by this legisla- 
ture. Others, too, made brief talks. 

Judge Russell regaled the “legisla- 
ture” for an hour with a brief, but in- 
timate, history of each senator, and 
about half of the house. The remaind- 
er were recounted at the banquet. 

These were the principal public fea- 
tures of this most wonderful gather- 
ng, which was first suggested by 
‘Pension Commissioner John W. Lind- 
sey, and evolved with the assistance 
of Judge R. . Russell, Colonel B. F. 
Abbott, Attorn@y General John C. Hart, 
ex-Governor Terrell and others. But 
the most wonderful features were the 
reminiscences which will never be 
printed.

The reunion came to a close with a 
banquet served at the Kimball House 
lest night at 8 o’clock. Present were 
all of those in attendance at the day 
session.

NEWS FROM THE SOUTH 
MADE COTTON JUMP 


Improved Demand ed 
From Southern = 
Markets. 


New York, December 22.—The cotton 
market showed continued strength to- 
day with prices again making new high 
records and closing steady at a net 
advance of 4@14 points. 

The opening was firm, at an advance 
of 8@10 points on a renewal of yes- 
terday’s buying movement, which was 
encouraged by steady cables and fur- 
ther reports of a better spot demand 
Realizing was quite heavy at. the 
initial advance, which carried most of 
the months well into new high ground, 
but offerings were remarkably well 
absorbed, and, after slight recessions, 
the upward movement was resumed, 
with January contracts selling at 15.32 
and May at 15.94 during the afternoon. 
This reflected a net advance of about 
12@17 points on theactive months, and 
while there was no change in the char- 
acter of the news, profit-taking be- 
came heavy enough to cause reactions 
of from 3 to 4 points in the late trad- 
ing. The chief influence in the ad- 
vance appeared to be the bullish char- 
acter of the news from ‘southern spot 
market. Quite generally speaking an 
improved demand was reported and 
with the day’s interior shipments in ex- 
cess of receipts it looked as though 
rather an urgent effort was being 
made to fill out December engage- 
ments. Part of the buying here during 
the day was for the account of spot 
advance of 100 points since the begin- 
against cotton called by the mills and 
private reports showing spots to be 
from % to 8-16 higher. The market 
for Egyptian cotton at Alexandria was 
reported 50 points higher, making an 
advance of 100 points since thebegin- 
ning of the week, while private cables 
say that estimates of the Indian crop 
are being reduced. 

Receipts at the ports today 37,807 
pales, against 22,032 last week and 67,- 
618 last yeer. For the week 200,000 
bales, against 203,135 last week and 
286.336 last year. Today’s receipts at 
New Orleans 9,796 bales, against 13,192 
last year, and at Houston 3,364 bales, 
against 7,512 last year.

The movement 
continued very small and intensified 
the spot demand. At the highest 
prices were 12 to 18 points over yes- 
terday. The closing was steady at a 
net advance of 5 to 9 points.

Attributed to Tightness of. Call 
Money Market---Thought — 
to Be Temporary. 


w York, December 22.—The _ ex- 
treme dullness into which the stock 
trading fell today was traceabie to the 
restraining influence ef the tightness 
of the call money market. It is the as- 
sumption of the professional trading 
element that this. eondition is 
porary, and incident to the year-end re- 
quirements, and to be.succeeded con- 
sequently by relaxation with the turn 
of the year. This expectation .preb- 
ably explains the undertone of firm- 
ness in the market and the’ disposi- 
tion to adopt a waiting attitude, ‘and 
the perceptible, though slight, response 
to helpful factors. ‘The call loan rate 
touched the highest of the year, and 
large amounts were placed at the 
higher rates. The largest of the Wail 
street banks was reported to be out 
of the call loan market. Aside from 
the important subtraction of actual 
supplies thus caused, the incident of 
sentimental influence, on account of 
the drawing of lines between parties 
of capitalists, suggested itself. It is 
commonly assumed in stock market 
circles that the great speculative cam- 
paign of. the past year, while ac- 
quiesced in by all the most powerfil 
capitalistic groups, has been most 
largely entered into by the group cen- 
tering its interests in United States 
Steel.
